An investigation is under way 
after it emerged that workers 
at Kingston’s Villiers Road tip 
have been selling off dumped 
goods and pocketing the cash. 

As the contract stands, con¬ 
tractor Sita is allowed to recy¬ 
cle any unwanted goods and 
keep the money, but individu¬ 
als are forbidden from doing 
so unless they take goods off 
site. 

Hundreds of pounds worth of 
goods that could have been 
sold off for recycling, have in¬ 
stead slipped through the sys¬ 
tem. 

The problem was flagged-up 
by tip user Nick Booth, who 
bought an office chair on one 
occasion but was told on an¬ 
other that goods were not for 
sale. 

Kingston Council has con¬ 
firmed that individuals had 
been caught doing business on 
site in the past and has 
promised to investigate this 
case with contractor Sita, 
which runs the recycling and 
waste centre. 


A spokeswoman for Kingston 
council said: “We are aware 
that in the past individuals 
have been caught selling items 
and we have informed the con¬ 
tractor, who manages the site, 
so that they can investigate 
and take disciplinary action 


against any individuals con¬ 
cerned. 

“Specifically, bikes taken to 
the site are being sold on to 
supplement income.” 

She added that sub-contract¬ 
ed weekend staff at the tip 
were allowed to sell items but 


had to take them off-site. 

The rules will change on 
September 1, when new con¬ 
tractor EWC start running 
the site and has all weekend 
staff working directly for it. 
Staff will not be allowed to 
sell any items.

Family’s rage at lenient 
sentence for paedophile 


A family is furious after the 
man who assaulted and 
abused their daughter over an 
eight year period was jailed 
for six years. 

Terrence King, from the 
Cambridge Road estate, ad¬ 
mitted at Kingston Crown 
Court on August 22 to taking 
thousands of indecent images 
and video of the girl, who he 
began grooming when she 
was 10. 

The abuse only came to light 
in February when a friend of 
the defendant, who subse¬ 
quently joined the police, re¬ 
ported seeing pornographic

images on his computer. 

Police obtained a warrant to 
search King’s home on Febru¬ 
ary 7 and confiscated comput¬ 
er equipment while he was on 
holiday in Norfolk. 

King admitted he started 
having sex with the girl when 
she was 14 and this had con¬ 
tinued regularly until a 
month before his arrest, 
telling her they would both be 
in “big trouble” if she report¬ 
ed the abuse. 

King’s lawyer, Hannah Dun¬ 


can, told the court he did not 
pose a risk to the public and 
wasn’t a “predatory pae¬ 
dophile”. 

“She was young and she was 
vulnerable and she was 
groomed,” she said. 

“But there was never any 
suggestion of violence, drugs 
or alcohol being used. 

“This was emotional pres¬ 
sure.” 

Sentencing King to six years 
in prison, minus the 168 days 
already spent on remand, His 
Honour Judge Campbell said: 
“It is quite clear that from an 
early age you were grooming 


her to become involved in sex¬ 
ual activity with you.” 

A family member said: “He 
should be hanged. I can’t be¬ 
lieve he didn’t get 20 or 30 
years for what he’s done. 

“He ruined our family’s 
life.” 

King was ordered to sign the 
sex offenders’ register for life 
and Judge Campbell passed 
an indeterminate Sexual Of¬ 
fences Prevention Order ban¬ 
ning King from working with 
children, inviting or allowing 
children under 18 into his 
home or visiting the KT1, KT2 
and postcodes. 



Teen bus yob faces prison 
if he breaks Asbo terms 


Teenage troublemaker Ashley 
Warren faces prison if caught 
being abusive or threatening on 
public transport, after being 
handed an antisocial behaviour 
order (Asbo) for his regular bad 
behaviour on buses. 

The 16-year-old from Chess- 
ington could also be impris¬ 
oned for up to a year if found 
travelling on Transport for Lon¬ 
don (TfL) services without a 
ticket while the two year Asbo 
is valid. 

Steve Hatfield, one _ 

of TfL’s transport 
community safety 
managers, said: “We 
know how important 
it is for young people 


to be able to get around and 
about, but our passengers and 
staff should not have to put up 
with the kind of abuse dished 
out by Ashley Warren. 

“TfL will only use its powers 
in relation to Asbos when it is 
necessary to do so, but this case 
demonstrates that we are pre¬ 
pared to take appropriate ac¬ 
tion with the police to protect 
our passengers and staff from 
antisocial behaviour on our 
network.”

Hospital admits it got 
its operations wrong 


Kingston Hospital was forced 
to admit an embarrassing 
blunder last week, when it 
published figures saying that 
10,351 operations were can¬ 
celled last year - when the 
real figure was just 190. 

Conservatives also came 
under fire from Kingston MP 
Edward Davey for “scare- 
mongering”. 

The statistics, released 
under the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act to the Conserva¬ 
tives, pushed Kingston to the 
top of a national naming-and- 
shaming table of cancelled 
operations. 

But Kingston Hospital ad¬ 
mitted afterwards that a ju¬ 
nior analyst misinterpreted 
the question and gave the 
wrong figures. 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said: “This is an embarrass¬ 
ing, but isolated, event for the 
trust and as a result we are 


making changes to the way 
we provide information to ex¬ 
ternal agencies.” 

Kingston MP Edward Davey 
has hit out at the Conserva¬ 
tive’s health spokesman An¬ 
drew Lansley for smearing 
the hospital’s name with mis¬ 
information and badly-asked 
questions. 

He has asked him to apolo¬ 
gise to the hospital, its staff 
and patients for the “shoddy 
scaremongering” and “issu¬ 
ing press releases like confet¬ 
ti”. 

It follows the Conservative’s 
announcement that Kingston 
Hospital had a pest problem 
because pest controllers had 
visited the hospital 121 times 
in two-and-a-half years. 

It later emerged that the 
call-outs were contracted ap¬ 
pointments and did not nec¬ 
essarily mean that pests had 
been seen.

Police in Kingston failed to turn 
up any offensive weapons in a 
sweep of two borough wards 
and popular young people’s 
hang-outs. 

Groups of youths in Kingston 
are regularly being stopped and 
searched by police “knife 
sweep” teams as part of the 
Metropolitan Police’s crack¬ 
down operation on carrying 
bladed weapons. 

Police are also rifling through

A Kingston police spokesman 
said safer neighbourhood teams 
“pleasantly” found no knives or 
bladed articles during the re¬ 
cent series of sweeps carried 
out in Coombe Vale and St 
James’s wards on August 14. 

A further five searches were 
conducted across the borough 
on August 19, but again police 
failed to turn up any weapons.

ton said: “Kingston police are 
actively responding to growing 
concerns nationally of youth vi¬ 
olence and the use of offensive 
weapons by adopting preven¬ 
tion is better than cure tactics.

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Tailing’ schools redeem 
themselves spectacularly 


Another day of drama and de¬ 
light was particularly pleasing 
for two Kingston schools, 
dubbed “failing” by the Gov¬ 
ernment a couple of months 
ago.

tively, a scenario predicted by 
both headteachers when the 
Government made its ultima¬ 
tum two months ago. 

Carol Campbell, headteacher 
of Coombe Boys’ and Coombe 
Girls’ schools, said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted. Both schools have got 
their best results ever so you 
can’t ask for more really. It 
shows all the hard work stu¬ 
dents, staff and parents have 
put in. 

“We always knew the boys’ 
results would move up again 


this year, and 34 per cent in En¬ 
glish and maths is well above 
the 30 per cent which seems to 
be the magic benchmark set by 
the Government.” 

CCC’s place on the failing 
schools list was a surprise to 
many, as it is undergoing a 
£27m rebuild by the Govern¬ 
ment’s Building School’s for 
the Future programme. 

Headteacher David Kemp 
said: “I’m delighted for the 
pupils and teachers who have 
had to put up with a hell of a 
lot this year. 

“We’ve seen a significant de¬ 
velopment and are now above 


the Government threshold and 
close to 50 per cent A* to C 
grades. 

“I think the staff have done a 
tremendous job and the pupils 
have coped with very difficult 
circumstances.” 

Elsewhere in the borough, 
Tiffin Girls’ School was top of 
the class with an amazing 91.5 
per cent of grades either A* or 
A, while the boys at Tiffin 
School were only slightly be¬ 
hind with a record result of 
82.91 per cent.

Houses left to decay 
end up costing more 


Houses are being left derelict be¬ 
cause Kingston Council said they 
would cost more to fix up than 
they would return in rent. 

And those houses are costing the 
borough more than £10,000 in lost 
rents every month after being al¬ 
lowed to sink into a state of disre¬ 
pair, according to Labour 
Councillor Steve Mama. 

Three family homes have been 
left “unfit for human habitation” 
in one road alone, leaving neigh¬ 
bours angry about the smell and 
rubbish left behind by previous 
tenants. 

But the council said the money 
had to be spent on its occupied 
houses. 

The derelict homes have now

been put up for sale to housing as¬ 
sociations, which will pay for the 
work and re-let them to council 
tenants again by the end of this 
year. 

In total, 27 homes are currently 
lying empty in the borough. 

A spokesman from Kingston 
Council said most of the houses 
were “extensively damp” and 
would cost between £30,000 and 
£50,000 to bring up to scratch with 
new kitchens, bathrooms, electrics 
and heating systems fitted. 

He added: “The rents are approx¬ 
imately £5,200 per year. It would 
therefore take between five and 10 


years for the works to pay for 
themselves. 

“Given the state of the council’s 
existing finances, this cannot be 
sustained, as all available re¬ 
sources are being used to deliver 
basic health and safety repairs to 
our existing stock.” 

Residents in Douglas Road, 
Kingston, claimed one house had 
been empty for two years, which 
could have generated £10,000 in 
rent during that time. 

Councillor Steve Mama, who has 
only just uncovered the extent of 
the problem, said: “Why have they 
been allowed to get into that state 
in the first place? It’s a scandal. 
These houses could be earning the 
council money.”

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As 5 per cent of us struggle with Personality Disorder, 
DIANA PILKINGTON finds out what it is like 


Trying to cope with 
everything writ large 


Ken Cotterill is 56. He has suffered 
from depression and anxiety for 
most of his adult life, having spent 
a childhood in and out of care 
homes and having been physically 
and mentally abused by his, now 
dead, father. 

He was married twice but is now 
single, he doesn’t work and he 
rarely goes out because he feels 
safer indoors and worries people 
are talking about him. 

Although he has never had a for¬ 
mal diagnosis, Ken attends a sup¬ 
port group, the Service User 
Network (SUN) at South West Lon¬ 
don and St George’s Mental Health 
Trust for people with personality 
disorder (PD), where users can dis¬ 
cuss their experiences. 

“It’s a life-saver,” says Ken. “[Out¬ 
side the group] people don’t under¬ 
stand. They just say ‘Stop being so 
stupid.’ 

“This is who I am. The problems 
are here and I haven’t got rid of 
them for 30 years.” 

Failure to diagnose PD is common 
and often other difficulties, such as 
depression or substance misuse, 
are picked up in a patient first. 

Where PD differs is that the prob¬ 
lems tend to be long-standing and 
can become an intrinsic part of 
who the person is. 

Dr Steve Miller, clinical lead at 
SUN, says: “We are all susceptible 
to difficulties. It’s normal to feel sad 
sometimes, but not normal to feel 
sad all the time. That could be de¬ 
pression and it could come and go. 
But if someone is constantly feeling

a certain way or is very vulnerable 
to abrupt changes, it could be PD. 
Some of our patients feel OK and 
then the slightest thing can make 
them feel dreadful.” 

As a group of disorders PD is very 
broad, and there are between 11 and 
14 types. 

They fall into three categories, 
known as clusters. There are the 
odd or eccentric disorders, dramat¬ 
ic, emotional or erratic disorders, 
which include antisocial, border¬ 
line and narcissistic and anxious or 
fearful disorders. 

It is thought about 5 per cent of 
the population has a personality 
disorder. Some celebrities could be 
considered to have the narcissistic 
type, experiencing overwhelming 
need for love that is fed by public at¬ 
tention. 

A histrionic personality, with its 
tendency towards dramatic be¬ 
haviour, might be well suited to a 
career in performance as well. 

But the disorder does not always 
work to a person’s advantage and 
can hinder the ability to function in 
everyday life. 

Personality disorders are com¬ 


monly found in institutional set¬ 
tings such as hospitals and prisons 
and in some settings for offenders 
the rate of sufferers is as high as 75 
per cent. 

It can be, but is not exclusively, 
linked to trauma in early life and 
often leads to difficulties in main¬ 
taining human relationships and 
trouble fitting in. 

Community nurse Cate Blan¬ 
chard said: “It’s been described as 
all human experience writ large. 
People find their own feelings com¬ 
pletely unbearable and they act in 
ways that relieve the distress. They 
might be suicidal, turn to self- 
harm, or be violent and aggres¬ 
sive.” 

Although personality disorders 
tend to be enduring, the picture is 
not totally bleak. 

Ten years ago, it was thought that 
PD was untreatable, but there are 
now things that can be done to 
make a sufferer’s life easier and in 
some cases get rid of the problem 
entirely 

Medication and psychotherapies 
can help alleviate some of the 
symptoms and there is the SUN pro¬ 
ject, where users do not have to 
have a formal PD diagnosis and can 
be part of a supportive community 
network. 

“It’s very much about coping with 
life,” Dr Miller says. “It’s about 
helping people lead the best kind of 
life they can with what they’ve 
got.”

A proposal to redevelop the area between Dukes Avenue and Howard Road, which has 
already resulted in a much-loved hairdressers being forced to close, has outraged 
customers of New Malden Mini Centre, which would also be forced to close under the 
proposals. 

Hundreds of customers of the Mini Centre have 
all the good wishes, the phrases "excellent 
service", "essential to the community", "friend¬ 
liness", "trustworthy" appear regularly. 

The Mini Centre has been trading on the site for well over 30 years, with over 
2,500 customers currently being provided with MOTs, repairs and servicing. 

If it is forced to close down, it will be the third independent MOT station to do 
so in the last two years, leaving people with older cars a long way to go. 

What's more, main agents are reluctant to take on cars that are over five 
years old, another blow to the owners of older cars, already hard-hit by 
Government increases in the Road Fund licence. 

Sue Huggins, the proprietor of New Malden Mini Centre, says "Many of my 
customers are elderly, many are ladies, and both groups feel they can trust 
me better than a main agent, and they just can't afford the massive labour 
rates charged by them. I have as many as three generations of customers, 
for whom I have been providing a fair, honest service for more than thirty 
years. Some come from as far away as Tiverton in Devon, Swansea, and 
even Doncaster, preferring to wait until they are in this area to come to me, 
rather than go to a local main dealer." 

"If I close, it will have a knock-on effect on the High Street, because a lot of 
customers leave their cars here for MOT or service while they do their shop¬ 
ping. And a lot of small businesses around are my customers, too!" 

Sue continues: " I have had the same landlord for all except the last two 
years of those thirty years. Now his son and daughter have taken over, and 
they haven't even had the courtesy, or maybe courage, to speak directly to 
me - the eviction notice came without warning straight from their solicitor". 

She adds: "This site has had hazardous materials stored and worked on here 
for over thirty years. The plan is to build a house on land that has mercury, 
lead, copper as well as gasolines and oils! What sort of health hazard are 
these to live over?"

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Criminal checks only go back

Criminal record checks for for¬ 
eign carers working with elder¬ 
ly and disabled people may only 
go back five years, it emerged 
this week. 

Kingston Council admitted 
staff from foreign countries 
will only have had CRB checks 
abroad if they lived overseas for 
more than three months during

the past five years. It means that 
if they came to the UK before 
2003, any offences committed 
abroad would effectively be ig¬ 
nored in their job application. 

The council employs 234 car¬ 
ers at its four residential 


homes, Crescent and Causeway 
day centres and in mobile home 
care, but it could not say how 
many of them were born in a 
foreign country. 

Councillor Paul Johnston, 
shadow member for health and 
social inclusion, did not want to 
suggest that any care workers 
were criminals but criticised the 


council’s lack of thoroughness. 

He said: “If they are only 
checking back five years I 
wouldn’t have thought it was ac¬ 
ceptable. Someone may have 
committed an offence for child 
abuse 20 years ago and we really 
want to know that.” 

A spokeswoman from 
Kingston Council said all crimi¬ 


nal checks were “in line with 
regulatory requirements” and 
five year checks were standard 
practice. She added: “The cur¬ 
rent system of CRB disclosure 
has been in operation since 2002 
and the induction and supervi¬ 
sion arrangements in place in 
Kingston would also highlight 
any potential offender.”

History fuels ideas 
for creating gifts 

Sandra Murphy, 49, works at Kingston Museum and 
is responsible for creating and sourcing Kingston- 
related merchandise for its extensive shop. She has 
been scouring the museum archives to create a 
new range of products to tie-in with the current Fes¬ 
tival exhibition. She spoke to ALITA HOWE about 
combining her passion for history and retail 


How did you get into buying 
and merchandising? 

I previously worked as a buyer 
for Boots and House of Fraser. 
After I had my children I want¬ 
ed to work locally as I live in 
Teddington. 

When I saw the job in heritage 
buying at Kingston Museum I 
jumped at it because it seemed 
ideal to combine my experience 
in retail buying and my love of 
art and history 

What is the difference be¬ 
tween retail and heritage 
buying? 

Buying for the shop at the mu¬ 
seum is on a much smaller 
scale. When I was buying for 
Boots it could be products for up 
to 200 stores whereas now we 
might only buy a few dozen of 
something. 


What does your job involve? 

I work on product development 
creating, for example, original 
cards, gifts and mugs to sell in 
the shop as well as bespoke 
items such as those we have cre¬ 
ated for the Festival exhibition. 

It is great to be part of the cre¬ 
ative process of making origi¬ 
nal items that are unique to 
Kingston Museum. I also work 
with designers and manufactur¬ 
ers and source Kingston-related 
products such as books. 

I also run the shop and co-or¬ 
dinate the volunteers that come 
in to help out. 

How far in advance did you 
have to start working on the 
Festival merchandise? 

About three to four months. I 
had to work with the local histo¬ 
ry room and our archivist to se¬ 
lect the images and then get 


them over to the printers to be 
made into cards and notebooks. 
There can be a lot of going back 
and forth with proofing and 
quality checks but email and 
digital imaging has made the 
whole process much easier. 

What are your best sellers in 
the shop? 

The local history books are our 
best sellers. For anyone want¬ 
ing to know more about 
Kingston, this is the place to 
come! 

What do you enjoy most 
about your job? 

The creativity of product devel¬ 
opment and seeing the finished 
items. People are usually so de¬ 
lighted with the range we’ve got 
and it’s lovely to see people 
come in and find the perfect gift 
or a card.

Art is often seen as a sponta¬ 
neous, impulsive distraction 
for those involved. 

A flash of inspiration, a 
swish of a brush and a new 
canvas is created. 

But try telling that to Kathy 
Miller, who readily admits her 
pieces can take between 300 to 
400 hours to complete. 

Miller uses the dotted 
stylism associated with native 
Australian art to produce her 
striking landscapes. 

And she reveals it is as 
much a mental challenge as a 
measure of skill. 

She says: “When I work it 
usually takes up to six weeks 
to complete a piece. 

“With a lot of art you can 
start a piece and then come 
back to it when you fancy. 

“But with my work, once 
you start it, you simply have 
to work through it - that is the 
only way to get through 
them.” 

The Swinton-born artist did 
not take the usual path to 
artistic fame, electing instead 
to undergo a dramatic career 
change. 

She explains: “I was at 


university doing my geology 
degree and I needed to draw 
rocks and fossils but I couldn’t 
do it as well as I liked. 

“So I decided to teach myself 
to draw. 

“Within a year people were 
asking me if I had considered 
being an illustrator. 

“I laughed that off but 
thought I would carry on as a 
hobby. 

“After I finished working for 
BP, I went back to education 
and again people started 
noticing I had a flair for art. 

“After a lot of thought I got 
thinking, ‘Well I will never 
know if I don’t try,’ so I gave it 
a go.” 

A few pieces sold and Miller 
began scraping some earn¬ 
ings.

Back to her roots

When I ask Martha Tilston 
whether her popularity has 
taken her by surprise, she 
seems genuinely taken 
aback that she is even 
considered famous. 

“I will always write songs 
because I always have but, 
if people start getting 
bored with them, I’ll just 
keep them to myself,” she 
says. 

Throughout our inter¬ 
view Tilston’s modesty 
shines through and she 
recalls her amazement that 
more than 5,000 people 
downloaded a free album 
she put on her website. 

“I’ve come from the grass¬ 
roots, where I think I still 
am, so it is nice to know the 
people who show up at gigs 
want to be there for the 
music.” 

The singer-songwriter 
was brought up around 
Kingston and has been 
labelled as bringing folk to 
a new generation. 

Now she is returning to 
her roots to play a benefit 
gig at Kingston’s Rose 
Theatre on August 31 in aid 
of the Green Fair, which 
collapsed this summer 
after two years of dire 
weather and poor turnouts. 

The 32-year-old is speak¬ 
ing to me from her “lovely 
new cottage” that she 
shares with husband Robin 
in the Gloucestershire 
countryside. 

Despite describing herself 
as still a “grassroots” per¬ 
former, Tilston certainly 
does have musical pedigree 
in the blood and describes 
growing up in a world 
where she thought it was 
normal for everyone to 
make music. 

“I remember walking to 
St Andrew’s and St Mark’s 
School in Surbiton and 
asking my friend what type 


of songs her dad wrote. I 
couldn’t get my head 
around the fact it wasn’t 
the norm for everyone.” 

Tilston is the daughter of 
Steve Tilston, another criti¬ 
cally acclaimed singer- 
songwriter, and her 
step-mother is the London- 
born Irish folk singer 
Maggie Boyle, who will be 
supporting her gig at the 
Rose Theatre. 

She describes the collabo¬ 
ration as a, “dream come 
true. I used to listen to her 
as a child and wanted to be 
like her. She is beautiful 
and such an influence. Her 
voice is like treacle. 

“It feels really inappropri¬ 
ate for my mum to be 
supporting me but it will be 
amazing to play together.” 

However, despite these 
early folk influences, 
Tilston spent most of her 
childhood in Surbiton with 
her mother, Naomi, an 
artist, and step-father 
Frank Whately, a theatre 
director and head of the 
school of performance at 


Kingston University who 
was one of the pivotal fig¬ 
ures in seeing the Rose The¬ 
atre come to fruition. 

Fans of Tilston can 
expect a mix of classic and 
new material when she vis¬ 
its the Rose and the gig will 
feature her band the Woods 
which incorporates ele¬ 
ments such as a mandolin, 
banjo, fiddle, flute and 
bouzouki as well as her 
oboe playing husband. 

After the performance 
Tilston will be busy record¬ 
ing her new album in a 
race against time before 
she gives birth. 

“I am six months’ preg¬ 
nant with our first child so 
we only have a window of a 
few weeks to record the 
album,” she adds. 

“Moving to Gloucester¬ 
shire has given me so much 
energy It is a new chapter 
and my voice feels better 
than it has done for years.”

King makes the rules 


Channelling the sounds 
of the streets of London, 
the King Blues are the 
latest powerhouse punk 
band attempting to 
make waves. 

Championed by Radio 
1 DJs Mike Davies and 
Zane Lowe, the trio have 
made a name for them¬ 
selves on the under- 
gound circuit with their 
aggressive style.

It was the release of 
Mr Music Man in 2006 
that gave the band a 
break - played by Davies 
on his Radio 1 slot, the 
band then caused a stir 
at In the City where 
they garnered praise 
from the music panel. 

Album Under the Fog 
followed, stocked with 
more thought-provoking 
offerings. 

Fox explains: “For a 
war generation, I think 
it is ridiculous how little 


has been said by artists. 

“People are scared but 
I can’t really work out 
what they are scared of. 

“When you are record¬ 
ing songs you are 
recording your legacy 
and that is far more 
important than being 
accepted by the ‘right’ 
people who supposedly 
control your career.” 

A toxic mix of ska, 
street poetry, dub 
basslines and doo-wop 
melodies, it is that air of 
the unknown that gives 
them the edge. 

Fox reasons: “I think 
the mentality of not 
having any rules and 
allowing the collective 
to be creative through 
jamming without think¬ 
ing of censoring any¬ 
thing is what unites us.”

Success in simplicity 

How do you improve upon a motoring leg¬ 
end? Mazda reckon they have the answers. 
Andy Enright reports 


Tasked with replacing the MX-5 with 
an all-new car, Mazda delved into 
Nipponese history to come up with a 
philosophy that defined the develop¬ 
ment of the latest model. 

It’s not easy to translate the expres¬ 
sion Jinba Ittai into English. The lit¬ 
eral translation of ‘rider and horse 
as one’ stems from the longstanding 
artistic ceremony of Yabusame, 
where archers on horseback compete 
against each other in order to fire ar¬ 
rows from a galloping horse at a 
fixed target. While this may sound 
very romantic, it’s not at first clear 
what this has to do with putting a 
number on rivals in the affordable 
roadster market. Bear with me. In 
order to score a bullseye, the rider 
must take into account every motion 
of the horse, the two units becoming 
one in order to succeed. Mazda felt 
that Jinba Ittai is akin to the bond 
between a single seat racing car and 


its driver and consequently a respon¬ 
sive roadster and its driver. 

That’s the philosophical side at 
least. The engineers deal minutely 
with more prosaic things such as 
weight distribution, packaging and 
so on. Melding the philosophy to the 
practicalities is where so many de¬ 
signs lose their way, but Mazda is 
keen to stress that hand in hand with 
Jinba Ittai is the creation of a big fun 
factor. Five basic requirements were 
defined to realise their concept. 
Firstly the car would be as light as 
possible while meeting global safety 
requirements. 

Next, the cockpit would comfort¬ 
ably accommodate two full stature 
occupants with no wasted space. The 
basic layout would continue with the 
original’s front-engine rear-wheel 
drive configuration with the engine 
positioned ahead of the driver but 
behind the front axle for a 50:50 front 


to rear weight distribution. All four 
wheels would be attached by wish¬ 
bone or multi-link suspension sys¬ 
tems to maximize tyre performance, 
road grip and dynamic stability. Fi¬ 
nally, the chassis would provide a 
solid connection between the engine 
and the rear mounted 
differential to sharpen throttle re- 
sponse.The engine moved back fully 
135mm for better weight distribu¬ 
tion, while chassis torsional rigidity 
goes up by 47 per cent. The whee- 
larches are considerably beefier, al¬ 


lowing the fitment of big alloy 
wheels. To accentuate the tapering 
shapes of the body, the headlights 
and tail light are, somewhat unusual¬ 
ly, mounted well inboard of the cor¬ 
ners. Mazda designed a folding 
hardtop that sets new standards for 
lightness and simplicity. That’s why 
buyers who really don’t want the 
cloth top MX-5 can turn to the MX-5 
Roadster Coupe. 

The latest car is a whole lot smarter 
inside with a T-shaped dash layout 
housing a neat centre console, while 


the driver-focused dials feature 
metallic bezels to lift the ambience. 
The speakers, gear change gaiter, 
ventilation controls, air vents, main 
dials, cupholders and steering wheel 
boss all follow a circular theme. It’s 
certainly as good as any sports car in 
the sub £20,000 bracket.
